The subject of the after­ 
noon's discussion was “ Play; Selfish­ 
ness 
In 
Children; an Only Child.’* 
The paper was written by Mrs. Har­ 
vey Keens, as follows: 


The Selfish Child; 
How Developed. 
The dictionary in defining selfish­ 
ness say* that it is the exclusive re­ 
gard to one s own Interest or happi­ 
ness at the expense of that of others. 
Believing or teaching that the chief 
motives of human action are derived 
from love of self. 
Just take the last 
three 
words. 
“ Love of self.’’ 
Isn’t that the root 
of all selfishness? 
How can a child 
help from being selfish? 
How* can 
he help from loving himself when he 
is so beloved—and he knows it 
Any­ 
way he*‘s very self important and 
selfish—this dear little fellow. 
I am with a great many people who 
view the selfish child with tolerance 
and say what we have heard hun­ 
dreds of times. “ O. he’ll outgrow it,” 
and usually he does. 
The first six years of a child’s life 
is strictly a selfish period or a self- 
centered period. 
It is developed in 
many ways. 
Every day the child 
sees evidence that lie is the most 
important person in the house, espe­ 
cially if he is the youngest or an 
only child. 
The visitor bestows on 
him 
her 
sweetest smile, the cook 
bakes him file cutest cookey, father 
slips him the nuts from his piece of 
cake, older brother or sister kisses 
him when mopier scolds, and mother 
stays home from her club to rock 
and soothe him when lie feels out of 
sorts. 
He knows all this. 
His world 
is very small—aud he is the center of 
it all. 
He soon realizes how much he 
is worth in his little world, but when 
ho gets out in the big wforld he may 
be a little slow to find out what he 
is worth in it, but he will find out 
just the same-^and the hard knocks 
he gets nearly always take away that 
acute self esteem and selfishness and 
other 
qualities 
develop 
in 
their 
places. 
I do not think that an only child is 


the only selfish child to tho world, 
not by any means; nor the rich chil­ 
dren more selfish 
than 
the 
poor. 
When there are a number of children 
and limited toys and pleasures, each 
one is anxious to have his or her full 
share. 
It means so much more to 
such a child to give up a beloved toy 
or divide its sack of marbles with a 
little brother who lost his and prob­ 
ably tattled on him the day before. 
It Is hard for the mother to always 
know* how’ to adjust such matters. 
while teaching them to be careful of 
their toys, ambitious to accumulate 
pennies, etc., and then to be quick to 
share with others. 
It seems that the happy adjustment 
of such problems comes with devel­ 
opment. 


A man whose generosity 
is 
the 
greatest of his many virtues raid that 
when he was a boy, one of a large 
family 
of 
husky 
youngster, each 
child w*as taught the value of money 
(It being so scarce) that whenever 
he got a few pennies together he hid 
them under the carpet, 
so 
afraid 
some 
one 
would get it or that he 
might be asked to share it—so then 
was developed both deceit and self­ 
ishness, but these 
qualities 
disap­ 
peared as love, pity and the nobler 
emotions developed. 
Unwittingly 
we 
parents help de­ 
velop selfishness iii our children—in 
our anxiety as to their health, their 
success, their popularity. 
W e openly 
deprive ourselves of 
comforts 
that 
they mSy be more comfortable and 
happy. 
We teach them to save, to 
be economical, which is right, cer­ 
tainly. 
We teach them to look out 
for themselves—that if they don’t 
no one else will. 
We teach them not 
to drink out of the same cup with 
another child nor lend their books or 
slate for fear of contamination. 
We 
look out for their interests and teach 
them to do the same. 
So is It any 
wonder that children are selfish? But 
we can offset It to some extent by 
keeping before them constantly the 
great lesson of the Golden Rule.

is a comfort to know* that the normal 
child will outgrow’ his selfishness as

the method and to answer questions. 
Meetings have been held to bring 
together the medical association, the 
superintendent of schools, the school 
board and others prominent in educa­ 


tional and philanthropic pursuits. Dr. 
Knott and Prof. J. P. Gass presented 
the open-air school idea to the school 
hoard last Thursday evening, and the 
conference manifested a spirit of en­ 
thusiastic and hearty commendation, 
though it is too early to gay th at the 
idea of an open-air school in Sedalia 
has received any official stam p of 
approval. 
The open air school ag it has been 
developed in America is prim arily a 
school for caring for children who 
are suffering from tuberculosis or are 
predisposed to the disease. 
The chil­ 
dren are those who are able to attend 
the regular schools and even to some 
extent to profit from die instruction 
given, but whoso vitality 
has 
been 
greatly impaired and who arc liable 
to infect others. 
The province of the open-air school 
is to carry on the instruction of the 
children with the help of improved 
methods and surroundings while at 
the 6ame time trying to ameliorate 
and cure the ailment and protect the 
uninfected. 
From the adm inistrative viewpoint 
the question of cost at once arises 
The question of the expense of main­ 
taining such a school and the indirect 
economies in lives lost through lack
